Rayner, president of the An 
chorag-e Rose Co. Steps have 
been taken to repress lawless- 
ness that is said to exist in that 
locality. It was suggested that 
a meeting of the citizens be held 
in the office of Magistrate S. O. 
Witherbee, but he declined to 
have the body meet in his offi< 
saying he was not in sympathy 
with the movement and that too 
much had been said already 
Johnson was tried before Mag 
istrate Witherbee and was to 
be held over for the action of 
the grand jury, but escaped 
his way to jail. Mr. Rayner 
offered a reward of $25 for his 
capture and wrote a letter to 
Gov. Willson appealing to him 
to increase the sum" Mr. Ray 
ner states that "desperate out 
rages have frequently occurred' 
in his vicinity and "negroes 
have been allowed to do almost 
as they pleased, and that the 
territory is not sufficiently pa- 
troled." This picture may be a 
little overdrawn. We do not 
know. But we do know that 
negroes and white vagrants are 
permitted to loaf around the 
public places and along the 
highways, and that thefts and 
other crimes are committed al- 
most daily.
